ALARMING NEWE VFHOM TARIB—COUNT BISMARK
IN CONSULTATION WITH KING WILLIAM OF

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE.

The despatches we give ubove by the Atlantic
Cable show that Earope is even now trembling
upon the verge ol a greal war—greater, in sll
probability, than history has ever seen, should
the conflict take place, it will be due wholly to
the jealousy of the French people af the
enormone extension of the Prussian power.
From a nation of seventeen mwiltions of people,
with territory #cattered to the northern part of
Germany, Pritssis, owing to Lhe vietory ol Sua-
dows, has almost in & day become the controllar
of the destinies of all Germany, and wields the
military power of forty millions of people, Its
territories now actually estend from the Baltic
to the Alps, Thie stute ol atfuirs has excited
the (utense jealousy of the Freuch people,
whose foreign policy for geverations has been
subveried by this change 1n (he relative power
of Germapy and Frauce, Having occupied,
with briet Intermigsions, since the time of Louls
XIV, the tirse positiou among the nations of
Western Europe, France suddenly dods herself
in a secondury position, notwithstanding the

fact  that shie  hes bad the credit
of haviog the ablest and the
most asttue monsreh of modern

times upon the throne, The sadden growth
of power on the part of Prussia was evidently
unexpected to the Em peror Napoleon, who un-
doubtedly shares with his people the chagrin
they feel at the sndden elevation of the Prussinn
ewer., Losing prestige abroad imperils his

rone; and the recent attacks of Messrs, Thiers
and Jules Favre upon his toreiga policy touch
his pride as & Frenchmun and o monarch, aa
well as his fears as the would-be founder of a
greal dyonsty, Hence the rumors that reach
us that, spurred on by his own chagrin, as well
as by the great jealousy of his people, Napoleon
has taken sudden stéps, which, 10 tho Boursg
and Stock Exchange of London, pre-
WAEE  war, It 1= evident that, to
offset the enormou: sccretion to the
Prussian power, Napoleron has: either under.

Recommendation and Nomination of
Registers in Bankruptey.

By direction of the Chief Justice the following
stutement ig published for iuformsrtion:—

1. Under the act of Congress the powers of ap-
polnting Registers in Bankruptey is vested in
ihe District Courts of the United States, the
Supreme Courts of the Territories, and the
Supreme Court of the Distrigt of Columbiu,
But no person can be appoiuted who 1 not o
conp=ellor-at-law.

2. The duty of recommending and nominaling
to the District Courts and other Courts men-
tioned in the net, suituble
meul, is imposed on the Cniel’ Justice ol the
Uuited Suates, and Congress having now ad-
Jonwrned without seting upon the bill introdueced
mtothe Senate to repeal this provision, he will
proceed to earry it Into etfect.

3. To lusure as lar as practicable the selection
of fit men for Regigters, the Chiel Justioe will
require in every case where hiz recommenda-

cate from the Clerk or Judge of the proper Dis
triet or Teérritorial Court, or of some State
| Court of record, uuder seal of the Court, that
the gentleman named therein s @ counsellor
of sald Court; and secondly, a statemeut in
what Congressional District or Territory
